To Whom It May Concern: 

On behalf of the Broome-Tioga BOCES (BT BOCES), Thomas Communications & 
Technologies, LLC (TCT) hereby appeals the funding denial decision for 471 Application 
456766 Funding Request Number (FRN) 1254193. 

USAC denied funding for this FRN due to a perceived lack of authorization from Hancock 
Central School District to be included on BT BOCES' E-rate consortium applications. The 
Administrator's Decisions on Appeal-Funding Year 2005-2006 for this FFW dated January 
24, 2007 stated, 

FRN 1254193 is listed on the Form 471 as being site specific to entity 12471 1, Hancock 
Central School District. This is an entity for which the Letter of Agency (LOA) that was 
provided did not include a timeframe. You provided additional documentation and the issue 
was brought to USAC's attention. The determination was that the documentation provided did 
not demonstrate that Hancock Central School District was aware of the current year consortium 
application.. .You failed to provide evidence ofyour authority to file FCC Forms 471 on behalf 
of, or evidence of, the membership of all members included in this consortium. (Appendix A) 

On February 10,2006 TCT spoke with a Schools & Libraries Division (SLD) reviewer, and 
he acknowledged that the documentation provided on February 1,2006 was sufficient to 
establish authorization from the district. He requested that we identify the line items 
associated with the particular services provided under several FRNs. This conversation was 
summarized in an initial request to TCT on February 10,2006 and then again in a second 
request to TCT on February 21,2006. (Appendix B). Since the information provided to the 
SLD during PINConsortium review was deemed sufficient, TCT did not continue to provide 
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additional documentation. TCT was not aware that the SLD had reversed its opinion on the 
provided documentation until the Administrator’s Decision on Appeal was received. At this 
time TCT would like to present the following information in order to verify that BT BOCES 
was authorized to include Hancock Central School District on the BOCES’ E-rate application, 
and that Hancock Central School District was aware that the district would be included on the 
BT BOCES’ E-rate applications. 

Several BOCES and many of their component districts within the Southern Tier of New York 
have formed the Telecom 5 Educational Network. Telecom 5 is “a technical effort to 
establish and operate an integrated regional telecommunications network of video, voice, and 
data to accommodate access within the region, state, and the world.” (Telecom 5 Brochure- 
See Appendix C for full brochure). BT BOCES’ Standard Services Guide lists the 
Participating Districts. (Appendix D) Participating districts have a variety of services 
available to them, and any shared services through Telecom 5 are included on BT BOCES’ E- 
rate applications. (Appendix D). Thus participating districts are aware that shared services 
through Telecom 5iBT BOCES are included on the E-rate applications submitted by BT 
BOCES. 

In addition to the general awareness and authorization of all members of Telecom 5, BT BOCES 
collects specific authorization from each participating district every year. On October 12,2004 
Mr. Stephen J .  Smith Sr., Telecom 5 Project Coordinator, Broome-Tioga BOCES requested an 
authorization letter from participating districts. A sample E-rate Letter of Agency for the year 
2005-2006 was attached to the request. (Appendix E) Mr. Smith requested a reply by October 20, 
2004. On October 19,2004 Mr. Terrance P. Dougherty, Superintendent, Hancock Central School 
District replied to Mr. Smith’s request for authorization. (Appendix F) 

Unfortunately, the district copied the entire sample letter exactly, but left off the timeframe. 
(Appendix G) USAC has stated that this letter is not acceptable since it does not include a 
timeframe. While the letter submitted by Mr. Dougherty does not include the line from the 
sample with the timeframe, it clearly authorizes Mr. SmitNBT BOCES to include Hancock 
Central School District on BT BOCES’ E-rate applications, and it is clearly dated prior to the 
certification of the Form 471. Therefore it is our beliefthat this letter is in compliance with FCC 
guidelines requiring entities to be authorized to submit FCC Form 471 (47 C.F.R. 54.50 (c)(l)), 
and we request that the FCC approve our appeal. 

However, if the FCC disagrees with our assessment, we request a waiver. The circumstances 
(participation in Telecom 5, authorization letter returned in response to Mr. Smith’s request, 
“acceptable” authorization letter completed year after year, etc.) leave little room to doubt that 
Hancock Central School District was fully aware of it’s inclusion on the BT BOCES E-rate 
applications, and that Hancock Central School District had fully intended to authorize this 
inclusion for Funding Year 2005 with their letter. Instead the purported error made by BT 
BOCES and Hancock Central School District is clerical in nature. Neither BT BOCES nor 
Hancock Central School District intended to disregard the FCC’s guidelines or abuse the E-rate 
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be funded

Therefore, the funding request was 
denied. You have not provided any information with your appeal letter that 
demonstrates that USAC was incorrect in the original determination.
